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Landseer  Paintings 
Used  on  Paper  Money 

A Famous  Euglisli  Fainter  Unwittingly  Contributed 
to  the  Oesigns  of  American  Bank  Notes

It  is  not  news  to  most  collectors  of  paper  money — bank  notes,  Confederate  States 
of  America  notes,  and  United  States  paper  money — that  many  of  the  finely  engraved 
vignettes  and  portraits  on  it  are  copied  from  paintings  or  sketches.  In  fact,  whatever  the 
subject,  the  engraver  almost  always  had  it  before  him  on  paper  before  starting  work  on 
the  copper  or  steel  plate.  Many  of  us  recognize  certain  vignettes  and  portraits  on  our 
notes  as  being  copied  from  the  works  of  famous  painters.  Prominent  among  these  are 
John  Trumbull’s  “Signing  of  the  Declaration  of  Independence”  and  several  of  his  por- 
traits of  famous  Americans,  John  W.  Dodge’s  portrait  of  Andrew  Jackson,  John  B. 


“Odin”,  the  head  of  one  of  Land- 
seer’s bloodhounds,  painted  in 
1836.

The  American  Bank  Note  Co.  used  Odin’s  head  on  this  $1  note  of  the  County  of 
Montgomery,  Ala.;  on  a note  of  the  Minneapolis  Bank,  Minn.;  and  on  a “a  fare” 
ticket  (in  bank  note  form)  of  the  Charlotte,  Columbia  and  Augusta  Rail  Road. 
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“My  Dog”  is  another  of  the  more 
obscure  Landseer  pictures.  A 
print  of  it  was  discovered  in  the 
Cleveland  (Ohio)  Public  Library 
while  searching  for  “The  Twins”.

Martin’s  “Thumb  Portrait”  of  Franklin,  Sir  Thomas  Lawrence’s  “The  Calmady  Chil- 
dren”, Gilbert  Stuart’s  “Washington  on  Dorchester  Heights”,  and  Thomas  Crawford’s 
Statue  of  Freedom. 

Most  of  the  artists  whose  works  were  reproduced  by  the  burin  were  Americans,  as 
would  he  expected.  But  this  article  deals  with  the  work  of  an  Englishman  who  never  saw

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“Tlie  Twins”  is  not  one  of  Landseer’s 
best  works  and  has  not  been  widely  re- 
l>i'odnced.  A partial  of  it  was  engraved 
by  the  National  Bank  Note  Co. 


The  National  Bank  Note  Co.  used  its  engraving  of  “The  Twins”  on  a $2  note  of  the 
Toulon  Bank,  Toulon,  111.;  and  a partial  of  it  on  a note  of  the  American  Bank,

(1846)  is  hardly  suit- 
ed fci*  use  on  a bank 
note,  bnt  Wellstood, 
Hay  & Whiting  (1856- 
58)  engraved  a vig- 
nette of  the  head  only 
of  the  stag. 


Wellstood,  Hay  & Whiting  used  the  head  of  “The  Stag  at  Bay”  on  the  SI  note  of  the 
Elk  Horn  Bank,  Elk  Horn,  Wise.;  a partial  of  the  same  engraving  on  the  S2  and  S3 
notes  of  the  same  bank;  and  the  same  partial  on  the  S5  note  of  the  City  of  Omaha, 

Nebraska  Territory. 
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“Monarch  of  the  Glen’’  is  one  of 
laindseer’s  outstanding;  deer  paint- 
ings.

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This  .$3  note  of  the  Mount  Vernon  Bank,  Providence,  R.  I.,  hears  imprints  of  Rawdon, 
M right,  Hatch  & Kdson,  New  York,  and  the  New  England  Bank  Note  Co.,  Boston. 
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thie  Amexacas.  Edwin  Landseer  was  born  in  London  in  1802,  was  elected  to  full  member- 
ship in  die  Royal  Academy  in  1830,  gained  the  favor  of  Queen  Victoria  and  was  dubbed  a 
knight  in  1850,  and  died  in  1873.  But  the  significant  fact  of  his  life  is  that,  from  1810 
until  his  death,  he  produced  hundreds  of  paintings  and  sketches,  many  of  wdiich  were 
masterpieces.  Although  he  painted  a few  really  good  portraits  and  more  than  a few  land- 
scapes, most  of  his  subjects  were  animals,  of  which  he  had  an  anatomical  knowledge 
equalled  by  few  other  artists. 

The  most  common  criticism  of  his  chalk  and  brush  animals  is  that  they  frequently 
appear  to  have  almost  human  intelligence.  Perhaps  this  is  an  important  factor  in  their 
popularity  with  the  human  animal,  for  we  do  not  miss  the  lack  of  spoken  words  in  under- 
standing the  subject’s  emotions.  His  range  of  subjects  covered  most  of  the  animals  com- 
mon to  England,  Scotland  and  Western  Europe,  but  was  dominated  by  dogs  and  deer. 

Since  the  dog  has  been  popular  with  man  everywhere,  and  deer  were  common  in 
many  parts  of  America,  they  were  depicted  on  numerous  early  bank  notes.  Of  course,  it 
was  no  problem  to  find  good  pictures  of  both  animals,  and  many  others,  to  serve  as  models 
for  the  engraver.  So  it  is  a tribute  to  the  appeal  of  Sir  Edwin’s  works  that  we  find  ten  of 
them  reproduced  by  bank  note  engravers  and  one  by  a medalist.  Perhaps  there  are  others 
of  which  the  author  is  not  aware,  in  spite  of  several  years  of  searching  and  a familiarity 
with  Landseer’s  work. 

H erein  are  cuts  made  from  engravings  (by  his  contemporaries)  or  reproductions  of 
the  complete  paintings  by  Landseer,  together  with  bank  note  engravings  and/or  repre- 
sentative notes  on  which  they  were  used.  In  most  instances  the  notes  depict  partials  of 
the  complete  pictures,  but  the  faithfulness  of  reproduction  leaves  no  doubts  as  to  tbe 
source.  Frequently  the  bank  note  engraver  took  liberties  with  backgrounds  and  secondary 
parts  of  the  original  pictures,  altering  or  adding  to  them.  But  the  principal  subject,  or  a 
portion  of  it,  was  copied  accurately  and  in  detail.  An  example  can  be  seen  on  the  $3 
IMount  Vernon  Bank  note,  where  the  backsmith  is  out-of-doors,  tbe  dog  in  Landseer’s 

picture  is  missing,  and  a locomotive  appears  in  the  left  background. 

The  author  has  never  seen  a note  on  which  the  American  Bank  Note  Company’s 
“Hound’s  Head”  was  used,  but  presumes  th.at  the  engraving  found  use  in  some  manner. 
His  collection  includes  the  beautiful  silver  award  medal,  dated  1884  and  engraved  by  the 
well-known  mint  engraver,  Charles  Barber.  The  head  is  taken  from  a painting  of  one 
of  Landseer’s  own  dogs  named  “Hafed.”  Although  the  name  does  not  appear  on  the  pic- 
ture. it  is  on  the  collar  of  the  head  on  the  medal.

Raul  Izurieta,  an  Argentine  Stamp  Engraver 

The  Aladrid  Filafelico  for  September  (1958)  published  an  article  by  Eduardo  Premoli 
dealing  with  Raul  Izurieta,  engraver  of  the  50c  “Port  of  Buenos  Aires”.  He  is  the  son 
of  Gregorio  Izurieta  and  his  wife,  Matilde  Pedrizzini,  and  was  born  4th  February,  1903, 
being  one  of  a family  of  five  brothers.  A pupil  of  Professor  Sforza  he  attended  evening 
classes  and  secured  a number  of  art  prizes.  As  an  engraver  he  came  into  prominence  in 
1921  in  connection  with  medals,  and  he  entered  the  Mint  on  31st  Vlay,  1935.  Here  he 
was  responsible  for  the  Cupronickel  coinage,  and  also  for  the  view  of  the  Port  of  Buenos 
Aires  on  the  50c.,  as  already  mentioned,  under  the  experienced  direction  of  the  Italian 
technicians.

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Edward  M*  Weeks,  Eetter  Engraver 

Edward  Mitchell  Weeks,  square  letter  and  script  engraver,  retired  Superintendent  of 
the  Engraving  Division  of  the  Bureau  of  Engraving  Sc  Printing,  died  at  the  Doctors  Hos- 
pital in  Washington,  D.  C.,  on  February  21,  1959,  following  an  extended  illness.  He 
was  92  years  old,  and  had  passed  58  years  in  the  engraving  profession  before  his  retire- 
ment in  1940.  He  first  took  up  engraving  in  Philadelphia  in  1882.  After  serving  his 
apprenticeship  he  was  employed  by  commercial  establishments  in  that  city  and  later  in 
Boston  and  New  York.  He  also  spent  ten  years  as  a letter  engraver  in  the  Philadelphia 
office  of  the  American  Bank  Note  Co. 

On  June  4,  1900,  he  was  appointed  to  the  Bureau  of  Engraving  & Printing,  where 
he  spent  the  remainder  of  his  engraving  career.  In  successive  stages  he  was  appointed 
Foreman  of  Letter  Engravers  (1925),  Assistant  Superintendent  of  the  Engraving  Division 
(1932),  and  Superintendent  (1935).  The  latter  position  he  resigned,  following  which  he 
returned  to  engraving  work,  and  retired  from  the  Bureau  in  1940. 

During  his  first  years  at  Washington  he  took  up  the  study  of  law,  after  office  hours, 
at  George  Washington  University,  receiving  the  degree  of  LL.B.,  and  became  a member 
of  the  Bar  of  the  District  of  Columbia.  He  was  particularly  interested  in  patent  work 
and  for  a while  carried  on  such  work  privately  to  a limited  degree. 

His  principal  hobby  was  chess,  at  which  he  became  very  skillful.  He  helped  found 
the  Capital  City  Chess  Club  in  Washington,  and  at  the  age  of  90  was  still  in  Class  A 
of  the  Chess  Club  in  St.  Petersburg,  Fla.,  where  he  usually  wintered. 

He  considered  that  his  most  noteworthy  piece  of  engraving  work  was  a facsimile  of 
the  original  Declaration  of  Independence,  which  he  completed  in  1939.  He  also  engraved 
“The  American’s  Creed”,  composed  by  William  Tyler  Page  (a  plate  about  7 x ioj4 
inches).  Following  his  retirement  he  prepared  a book  on  Analytical  Lettering,  illus- 
trating a method  of  spacing  that  is  widely  used  by  square  letter  and  script  engravers. 

The  records  show  that  he  designed  the  frame  for  the  U.  S.  2c  Hudson-Fulton  stamp, 
as  well  as  the  back  of  the  1935  $i  Silver  Certificate.  He  also  did  work  on  some  of  the 
tax  paid  revenue  stamps,  and  examples  of  his  lettering  may  be  found  on  a number  of 
U.  S.  Currency  issues.

IVIr.  Weeks  will  be  remembered  for  his  genial  manner  and  an  overflowing  spirit  of 
friendliness  and  for  his  desire  to  be  helpful  to  all  who  sought  his  counsel.  He  possessed 
a vast  fund  of  knowledge  on  matters  pertaining  to  bank  note  work  and  was  always  willing 
to  impart  such  knowledge  to  inquiring  philatelists  and  numismatists.  He  enjoyed  a full 
and  active  life  until  a few  months  prior  to  his  death.  His  latter  years  brought  him  a 
deep  sense  of  satisfaction,  for  he  was  able  to  pass  the  spring  and  fall  seasons  of  the  year 
with  his  devoted  wife  in  Washington,  the  summer  months  at  their  home  in  Cumberland, 
Md.,  and  the  winter  in  Florida. 

Surviving  are  his  widow  Thekla  (Fundenberg)  Weeks,  and  a son  and  two  daughters 
by  a former  marriage;  also  a brother  and  a sister. — T.  F.  ]M.

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A Canada  Diamond  Jubilee  Essay

In  1897  Canada  issued  for  its  first  commemorative  stamps  the  series  known  as  the 
Diamond  Jubilee  set,  that  year  marking  the  sixtieth  anniversary  of  Queen  Victoria’s 
reign.  As  noted  in  Boggs’  Postage  Stamps  and  Postal  History  of  Canada,  these  stamps 
were  the  first  to  be  supplied  by  the  American  Bank  Note  Co.  It  is  therein  stated  that 
this  company  had  secured  the  contract  by  underbidding  the  British  American  Bank  Note 
Co.  and  by  agreeing  to  establish  a plant  in  Ottawa. 

It  is  also  stated  by  Boggs  (p.  317)  that  “The  design  was  by  Mr.  Lyndwoode  Pereira 
of  the  Department  of  the  Interior,  assisted  by  F.  Brownell,  and  the  portraits  of  the  Queen, 
chosen  personally  by  her,  were  the  well  known  Chalon  vignette  and  the  famous  likeness 

painted  by  Prof.  Von  Angeli  of  Vienna.’’  The  name  of  the  engraver  is  not  given,  as  this 

information  was  no  doubt  lacking. 

With  regard  to  the  Chalon  portrait,  some  interesting  details  were  presented  in  a 
series  of  short  articles  published  in  this  Journal  for  July,  1951  (Whole  No.  31).  The 
stamp  vignette  was  engraved  after  a painting  of  the  Queen  by  Albert  Edward  Chalon,  in 
celebration  of  her  first  visit  to  the  House  of  Lords  to  open  the  first  Parliament  of  her 

reign,  July  17,  1837.  If  show’s  her  in  her  Coronation  Robes  standing  on  the  steps  of  the 

throne,  and  is  indeed  a magnificent  picture!  Chalon  was  a native  of  Geneva,  Switzerland, 
came  to  London  in  1816,  and  in  1837  received  the  official  court  appointment  as  “Painter  in 
Water  Colours”  to  the  young  Queen.  In  1839  an  engraving  was  made  from  this  portrait 
by  Samuel  Cousins,  and  a water-color  reproduction  by  Edward  Henry  Corbould,  both  of 
which  were  widely  used  in  the  designs  of  the  many  early  Victorian  stamps  bearing  the 
Chalon  head. 

The  other  portrait  of  the  Queen,  showing  her  in  her  old  age,  in  her  “widow’s  weeds”, 
is  not  so  well  known.  Concerning  this  we  quote  from  Boggs  the  following  (Appendix 
N,  S6): 

l8gy  Jubilee  Issue.  Portrait  of  Queen  Victoria,  shown  at  ri^ht,  was  painted  by  Heinrich  "von  Angeli. 
Hungarian  painter,  born  1840  at  Odenburg,  studied  at  Vienna  and  Dusseldorf.  Settled  in  \qenna  1862 
as  a portrait  painter,  and  in  1877  became  professor  at  the  A ienna  Academy.  He  visited  Germany  and 
Great  Britain,  painting  the  portraits  of  royalties  of  both  countries.  His  portrait  of  Queen  A'ictoria,  painted 
by  command,  was  copied  for  British  Empire  post  card  (1889),  the  Universal  Postal  Union  card  (1892), 
the  2,  3 and  5 rupees  (1893),  and  the  3 pies  (1899),  of  India,  and  Southern  Nigeria  (1901),  as  well 
as  for  the  Canadian  Jubilee  Series  of  1897. 

There  are  sixteen  denominations  in  this  Jubilee  series,  from  J4c  to  $5,  all  alike  in 
design  but  differing  in  color. 

The  foregoing  is  by  way  of  introduction  to  a report  on  what  appears  to  be  an  essay 
for  this  famous  issue  that  has  recently  come  to  light.  The  find  consists  of  two  die  proofs 
(India  on  large  card)  showing  tw’o  stages  in  the  development  of  the  design,  i.  e.,  “progress 
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Early  stage  of  the  essay  die  shoAviiig  the  Angeli  portrait  only, 
with  faint  border  and  guide  lines. 

proofs”.  Both  are  herein  illustrated,  in  actual  size,  together  with  one  of  the  issued  stamps 
for  comparison,  the  latter  being  enlarged  about  50  percent.  The  overall  size  of  the  essay 
is  the  same  as  that  of  the  stamp,  the  portraits  and  the  ovals  are  the  same  and  spaced 
the  same  distance  apart,  but  the  portraits  are  placed  nearer  the  lower  border,  allowing 
for  just  a single  line  of  lettering  at  the  bottom.  The  earlier  stage  shows  the  Angeli 
portrait  and  the  space  for  the  Chalon  head  left  blank.  The  later  stage  shows  both  por- 
traits, though  neither  seems  to  be  brought  to  completion.  In  both  stages  of  the  design 
some  very  light  engraver’s  guide  lines  are  to  be  seen,  these  being  barely  visible  in  our 
half-tone  cuts  though  they  may  perhaps  be  distinguished  with  a glass  of  moderate  strength. 
Apparently  for  the  use  of  the  letterer,  a series  of  parallel  arched  lines  connect  the  tops 
of  the  ovals,  and  below  the  ovals  appear  the  faint  outlines  of  a straight  horizontal  tablet. 
There  is,  however,  no  trace  of  lettering  or  ornaments. 

It  is  not  known  to  the  writer  whether  the  engraving  of  this  design  was  carried  any 
further  than  here  shown,  nor  is  it  known  if  any  duplicate  impressions  are  in  collectors’ 
hands.  The  identity  of  the  engraver  is  likewise  not  definitely  known,  though  we  have  a 
clue.  What  is  known  is  that  the  prints  were  found  amongst  a lot  of  other  engravings 
of  a miscellaneous  character  in  the  estate  of  a deceased  engraver,  a portion  of  which 
eventually  came  into  the  hands  of  a dealer  of  our  acquaintance.  The  name  of  this 
engraver  was  John  T.  Guilfoyle.  On  the  corner  of  his  calling  card,  also  found,  w’ere  the 
lines  SUPERINTENDENT,  ENGRAVING  DIVISION  / BUREAU  OF  ENGRAVING  AND  PRINTING. 
Another  item  in  the  lot  was  a die  proof  of  an  engraving  of  the  head  of  Columbus  similar 
to  that  on  the  U.  S.  $5  Columbian  stamp,  about  seven-eighths  its  size,  with  the  pencil 
notation  at  the  bottom,  “Engraved  by  John  Guilfoyle”.  In  the  case  of  the  progress 
proofs  described,  it  is  believed  that  such  proofs  would  ordinarily  be  pulled  solely  for  the 
benefit  of  the  engraver,  and  possibly  for  his  supervisor,  and  that  copies  would  not  likely  be 
passed  around  amongst  his  associates.  Until  and  unless  contrary  evidence  comes  to  hand, 
therefore,  we  would  attribute  this  bit  of  work  to  the  aforesaid  Guilfoyle. 

Now  what  do  we  know  about  this  engraver?  Not  very  much.  In  one  of  the  Brazer 
series  of  articles  on  engravers  and  engraving  companies  in  the  Collectors  Club  Philatelist 
(see  Vol.  22,  Oct.  1943,  pp.  260,  261)  there  is  illustrated  a group  mounting  of  forty-nine 
individual  photographs  of  engravers,  designers  and  other  artists  of  the  American  Bank 
Note  Co.,  the  group,  it  is  said,  being  assembled  about  1887.  It  is  stated  that  the  name

and  position  held  by  each  was  recorded  below  the  respective  photographs,  and  a tabula- 
tion of  these  names  on  the  facing  page  lists  “John  Gilfoil,  Portrait  Engraver”.  (This 
name,  we  find,  was  variously  spelled.)  His  portrait  was  separately  shown,  in  larger 
size,  in  the  C.  C.  P.  for  January,  1946  (p.  19),  but  no  information  is  given  concerning 
him.  This  portrait  shows  a young  man  of  perhaps  twenty-five  or  so. 

In  the  story  of  Marcus  Baldwin  by  Thomas  F.  Morris  published  in  the  Essay- 
Proof  Journal  a few'  years  ago,  we  find  a brief  reference  to  this  engraver.  In  the  issue 
of  April,  1953  (Whole  No.  38),  on  page  77  it  is  stated  that  “At  least  four  of  the  men 
who  began  their  engraving  careers  wdth  Baldwin  & Gleason  [organized  in  1880]  later 
made  names  for  themselves,  such  men  as  John  Guilfoile,  John  MacCaskie,  W.  G.  Browm, 
and  F.  Louis  Seibert.”  Also  on  page  78:  “Mr.  Guilfoile  subsequently  went  to  the 
Hamilton  Bank  Note  Co.  [organized  in  1882]  and  later  became  Superintendent  of  the 
Engraving  Division  of  the  Bureau  of  Engraving  and  Printing.”  In  the  same  author’s 
“History  of  the  Bureau  of  Engraving  and  Printing”  published  in  the  “Gray  Book”  of 
The  Stamp  Specialist  (1943),  a different  photograph  of  the  engraver  is  shown,  with  the 
caption  John  T.  Guilfoyle  / Supt.  Engraving  Division  / April  i,  ig22  - July  l^,  1924, 
with  no  mention  of  him  in  the  text. 

Finally,  in  Sol  Altmann’s  long  list  of  “U.  S.  Stamp  Designers  & Engravers”  that  has 
been  running  in  the  Essay-Proof  Journal,  the  name  Guilfoyle  is  not  found.  It  appears, 
therefore,  that  this  capable  engraver  had  no  part  in  the  engraving  of  any  of  our  United 
States  stamps. 

If  any  of  our  readers  can  contribute  further  information  concerning  this  Jubilee 
essay,  or  its  supposed  engraver,  such  information  will  be  appreciated  by  the  writer. 


Katlieriee  W,  Brazer 

Katherine  W.  Brazer,  wfidow  of  Clarence  W.  Brazer,  founder  of  the  Essay-Proof 
Society,  died  on  February  3,  1959,  after  a brief  illness.  Mrs.  Brazer  was  well  known  in 
essay-proof  circles,  having  accompanied  Dr.  Brazer  on  many  trips  to  stamp  show's  and 
exhibitions.  Until  her  recent  illness,  Mrs.  Brazer  had  been  a regular  attendant  at  meet- 
ings of  the  New  York  chapter  of  the  Essay-Proof  Society.  She  is  survived  by  three 
sisters,  Mrs.  Evelyn  W.  Wright,  Mrs.  Edith  S.  Pendarvis,  Miss  Mary  E.  Webb  and  a 
brother,  H.  Fremont  Webb.  Interment  was  in  Flushing  (New  York)  Cemetery.

In  philately  one  can  find  many  stamps  whose  origins  have  not  been  investigated  and 
consequently  such  stamps  are  not  fully  documented  in  postal  literature.  Through  my 
investigations,  and  with  thanks  for  the  help  from  some  notes  bequeathed  by  a deceased 
Hungarian  Postmaster  General,  I have  been  able  to  establish  by  documentary  proof  the 
origin  of  the  Bulgarian  stamp  issue  of  1937  (Scott  Nos.  74,  75,  76),  in  commemoration 
of  the  twentieth  anniversary  of  the  crowning  of  Prince  Ferdinand. 

Early  in  1907  the  Bulgarian  government  decided  to  issue  some  stamps  on  the  anni- 
versary date  of  the  Prince’s  crowning,  and  proposed  to  have  them  produced  by  the 
Hungarian  Government  printing  plant.  In  the  middle  of  July  1907  the  Bulgarian  Post- 
master General,  Ivan  Stojanovich,  came  to  Budapest  with  the  stamp  designs,  which  were 
drawn  by  the  Sofia  Trade  School  Principal,  Mrkvicka.  However,  since  the  Budapest 
government  printing  plant  at  that  time  was  organized  only  for  lithography  and  book 
printing,  it  was  necessary  to  obtain  the  services  of  Gustav  Morelli,  a professor  in  the 
Budapest  Academy  of  Art,  and  a well-known  wood  engraving  artist,  to  execute  the  stamp 
designs  in  wood-engraving  for  two-color  print.  These  engravings  could  then  be  trans- 
ferred to  the  printing  plates  by  electrotype.  The  wood  engravings  were  finished  in  a 
short  time  and,  as  the  stamps  v ere  planned  for  two-color  printing,  the  artist  delivered 
the  following  essays: 

5 Stotinki,  green 
5 Stotinki,  green  with  red  edge 
5 Stotinki,  carmine 
10  Stotinki,  green  with  red  edge 
25  Stotinki,  blue 
25  Stotinki,  blue  with  rose  edge 

These  six  essays  are  now  in  my  possession.  Illustrated  is  one  of  the  values  in  original 
size.  (Figure  i).  These  essays  were  submitted  to  the  Ministry  in  Sofia,  and  while  no 
fault  was  found  in  the  execution,  the  likeness  of  the  Prince’s  portrait  in  the  wood  block 
was  not  satisfactory.  As  a result  of  this  adverse  decision,  the  plan  to  print  the  stamps 
in  the  Hungarian  Government  printing  plant  was  dropped.  Since  the  final  date  of  the 
Jubilee  celebration  was  set  at  August  28,  a quick  decision  was  necessary.  On  the  induce-

ment  of  the  Hungarian  Postmaster  General,  the  graphic  arts  establishment  of  Karl 
Divald  offered  to  produce  500  sheets  of  224  stamps  each  by  photocopy  by  August  13  and 
the  balance  needed  shortly  thereafter.  As  shown  by  the  illustration  of  a proof  block  of 
four  (Figure  2)  of  the  10  Stotinki  stamp,  the  original  stamp  design  wus  not  changed 
much.  The  stamps  were  slightly  larger  than  the  wmod-block  essay.  Through  the  photo- 
copy process  the  portrait  likeness  was  improved  in  the  printing.  The  value  designations 
were  entirely  changed  to  white  numerals  on  colored  background  in  place  of  colored  num- 
erals. Although  light  colors  were  desired,  the  Divald  establishment  could  use  only  those 
light  colors  it  had  in  stock.  However,  the  color  of  the  25  Stotinki  value  turned  out  fairly 
close  to  the  wood-block  essay  color. 

The  gumming  and  perforating  were  undertaken  by  the  Hungarian  Government  print- 
ing plant.  The  stamp  order  was  delivered  cn  tim.e  in  Sofia,  and  with  the  approval  of 
the  Postmaster  General,  509,376  of  the  5 Stotinki,  498,176  of  the  10  Stotinki,  and  207,200 
of  the  25  Stotinki  were  accepted. 

A few  more  remarks  about  the  Hungarian  wood-block  artist,  Gustav  Morelli.  He 
was  born  in  Pest  on  February  15,  1848,  and  died  in  Budapest  on  March  21,  1909,  while 
director  of  the  Professional  Art  High  School.  Morelli  studied  in  Budapest,  Paris  and 
London  and  w^as  a well-known  and  much  sought  after  artist,  distinguished  both  locally 
and  in  other  countries.  His  chief  works  were  book  illustrations,  in  which  he  was  bright 
and  inventive.  Since  relatively  few  stamps  were  issued  during  his  time,  he  was  not  very 
active  in  this  field.  I know  of  only  one  stamp  by  Morelli,  of  which  I own  the  proof  in 
block  signed  by  the  artist.  The  charity  stamp  for  the  benefit  of  the  incurably  sick,  which 
appeared  shortly  before  the  artist’s  death,  is  illustrated  herewith  (Figure  3).  The  fine 
execution  of  the  wood-block  is  noteworthy.

Tlie  JEssay^Froof  Society  Constitiiatioiii 

As  Adopted  at  New  York,  October  27,  1943. 


Article  I 
Name 

The  name  of  this  Organization  shall  be  the  ESSAY-PROOF  SOCIETY  (E.P.S.) 

Article  II 
Objects 

The  objects  of  this  Society  shall  be  the  promotion  of  collecting  and  study  of  the  essays  and  proofs  of 
stamps  and  paper  money  of  all  nations:  the  encouragement  of  research;  the  dissemination  of  literary  and 
historical  information  thereon  ; the  authorization,  sponsorship  of,  and  encouragement  of  exhibitions  and  displays 
thereof ; the  granting  of  honorary  awards  for  distinguished  attainments  therein  ; the  acquisition  and  mainten- 
ance of  a library  and  reference  material  pertaining  to  our  objects:  the  receiving  and  holding  by  gift,  devise,  or 
purchase  of  same  for  the  benefit  of  our  members,  but  in  no  instances  for  pecuniary  profit ; the  encouragement 
and  assistance  to  its  members  in  acquiring  and  disposing  of  essays  and  proofs : and  the  promotion  of  good 
fellowship  among  its  members. 


Article  III 
^Members 

Section  i.  Any  adult  person  of  good  character,  interested  in  the  objects  of  this  Society,  may  be 

elected  a member  by  the  Board  of  Directors  subject  to  the  provisions  of  the  By-Laws. 

Section  2.  The  Classes  of  members  shall  be  Honorary,  Life,  Contributing,  Active,  and  Junior.  Honorary 
and  Junior  members  shall  not  be  eligible  to  vote,  nor  for  election  as  Directors. 

Article  IV 
Directors 

Section  i.  The  affairs  of  this  Society  shall  be  managed  and  controlled  by  a Board  of  Directors  in 
accordance  with  this  Constitution  and  the  By-Laws  and  subject  to  adopted  motions  or  resolutions  by  the 
members  at  the  meetings  of  the  Society. 

Section  2.  The  Board  of  Directors  shall  consist  of  twelve  (12)  members  composed  of  three  (3)  annual 
classes  of  four  (4)  to  be  elected  by  the  members.  At  the  first  election  four  Directors  shall  be  elected  for 
three  years,  four  for  two  years,  four  for  one  year,  and  each  year  thereafter  four  directors  shall  be  elected 
for  a term  of  three  years.  Not  more  than  two  directors  in  any  annual  class  of  four  shall  be  engaged  in 
philatelic  or  numismatic  business. 

Section  3.  The  Board  of  Directors  shall  have  the  power  temporarily  to  fill,  until  the  next  annual 

election,  all  vacancies  that  may  occur  in  its  body,  by  a majority  vote  of  the  Directors  present  at  any  meeting 

of  the  Board. 

Section  4.  The  Board  of  Directors  shall  meet  immediately  after  the  annual  election  of  the  Society 

and  shall  elect  the  Society  officers  by  a majority  vote  of  Directors  from  among  those  constituting  the  Board, 

a President,  First  Vice  President,  Second  A^ice  President,  Secretary,  International  Secretary,  and  Treasurer, 
none  of  whom  shall  be  engaged  in  philatelic  or  numismatic  business,  who  shall  hold  office  for  one  year  or 
until  their  successors  are  elected. 

Section  3.  The  Board  of  Directors  shall  have  the  power  to  elect  or  appoint  others  than  Directors  as 
Assistant  to  any  of  the  elected  officers  but  without  such  officer’s  powers,  with  definite  designation  of  duties 
and  with  compensation,  if  any,  to  be  determined  at  time  of  such  appointment. 
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Section  6.  The  Board  of  Directors  shall  have  the  power  and  authority  to  hold  and  receive  by  purchase, 
grant,  gift,  or  devise,  such  property  as  provided  in  Article  II,  and  by  two-thirds  vote  of  the  whole  Board 
may  accept  deeds  of  trust  and  may  appoint  individual  Trustees  not  to  exceed  three,  for  care,  custody  and 
management  of  any  or  all  of  the  property  of  this  Society  subject  to  the  directions  of  the  Board.  Such 
Trustees  shall  be  appointed  for  such  periods  as  the  Directors  may  decide,  but  not  to  exceed  a period  of 
three  years  each. 

Section  7.  The  Board  of  Directors  may  be  convened  in  session  by  the  President,  or  by  any  three  (3) 
members  of  the  Board,  for  the  general  transaction  of  business  or  special  matters  as  may  be  specified  in  the 
call  of  the  meeting.  It  may  take  votes  on  clearly  stated  matters  by  mail  to  the  President  and  upon  his 
certification  shall  be  recorded  by  the  Secretary  who  shall  notify  each  Director  of  the  vote,  or  submit  any 
amendment  for  further  vote  of  each  Director.  The  Directors  shall  promptly  reply  and  vote  on  each  such 
communication  w'ithin  three  days  of  its  receipt. 

Section  8.  The  Board  of  Directors  may  by  two-thirds  vote  replace  any  officer  or  appointee  for  inactioa 
or  other  cause. 

Section  9.  Seven  Directors  shall  constitute  a quorum  for  any  Board  meeting  or  mail  vote. 

Article  V 
Duties  of  Officers 

Section  i.  The  President  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  Society  and  of  the  Board  of  Directors, 
He  shall  with  advice  and  approval  of  the  Board  designate  all  appointees,  all  Standing  Committees  and  such 
Special  Committees  as  may  from  time  to  time  be  required,  and  he  shall  be  ex-officio  a member  of  all  com- 
mittees. Upon  instruction  of  the  Board  of  Directors  he  shall  execute  in  behalf  of  the  Society  all  contracts 
and  other  legal  papers.  He  shall  exercise  general  supervision  and  performance  of  all  officers,  committees  and 
business  of  the  Society.  He  shall  with  the  Treasurer  sign  all  warrants  for  payment  of  bills  authorized  by 
the  Board  of  Directors. 

Section  2.  The  First  Pice  President  and  Second  Vice  President  in  the  order  named  shall  in  the  absence 
of  the  President  execute  all  the  duties  of  the  President  and  act  in  his  place. 

Section  3.  The  Secretary  shall  be  subject  to  direction  by  the  President  and  keep  a minute  record  of  all 
meetings  of  the  Society  and  of  the  Board  of  Directors,  in  books  belonging  to  the  Society  and  provide  for 
that  purpose.  He  shall  be  the  custodian  of  all  records  and  correspondence.  He  shall  be  the  English  language 
corresponding  officer  of  the  Society,  give  notices  of  all  meetings  of  the  Society  and  Board  of  Directors,  shall 
keep  all  membership  and  other  records  of  the  Society,  and  in  general  perform  all  usual  duties  incident  to  his 
office.  He  shall  receive  and  pay  monthly  to  the  Treasurer  all  funds  collected  by  him  from  any  source.  He 
shall  submit  monthly  to  the  Board  of  Directors  all  applications  for  membership  and  shall  keep  all  membership 
records  and  publish  same  and  all  other  proposals  in  the  Journal  of  the  Society.  The  membership  records 
shall  be  complete  as  to  the  application,  admission,  death,  resignations,  suspension,  or  reinstatement. 

Section  4.  The  International  Secretary  shall  conduct  all  correspondence  for  the  Society  and  Board  of 
Directors  with  individuals  or  societies  in  non-English-speaking  countries,  and  shall  assist  all  directors  or 
members  with  such  correspondence  when  requested.  In  the  absence  or  temporary  incapacity  of  the  Secretary 
he  shall  perform  all  the  duties  of  the  Secretary.  He  shall  report  to  the  Board  of  Directors  any  publications 
in  foreign  journals  that  aflfect  the  interests  of  this  Society  or  its  individual  members. 

Section  5.  The  Treasurer  shall  receive  and  have  charge  of  all  monies,  property  and  securities  of  the 
Society  and  deposit  all  funds  to  the  account  of  the  Society  in  a bank  approved  by  the  Board  of  Directors. 
He  shall  collect  all  dues  and  accounts  of  the  Society  Journal  and  make  monthly  detailed  reports  of  all  receipts 
and  disbursements  to  the  President  for  the  Board.  He  shall,  with  the  President,  sign  all  warrants  for 
expenditures  which  shall  be  approved  by  the  Board  of  Directors.  He  shall  make  an  annual  report  and 
complete  financial  statement  for  the  fiscal  year  to  the  Annual  IVIeeting  of  the  Society,  which  shall  be  pub- 
lished in  the  Society  Journal  promptly  after  it  has  been  officially  audited. 

Article  VI 

Suspension  and  Expulsion  of  Members 

Section  i.  Any  member  of  the  Society  may  be  suspended  for  cause  by  a majority  vote  of  the  Board 
of  Directors,  for  such  periods  as  the  Board  shall  decide. 

Section  2.  Any  member  of  the  Society  may  be  expelled  for  cause  by  a two-thirds  vote  of  the  Board 
of  Directors.  Such  action  shall  be  taken  only  after  a thirty  days  notice  in  writing  shall  have  been  mailed 
registered  to  the  member,  together  with  a copy  of  the  charges  which  may  be  preferred  by  the  Board  of 
Directors  or  any  member,  and  a date  set  for  a hearing  by  the  Board  of  Directors  at  which  the  member  may 
present  his  defense.  Such  hearings  may  be  held  at  a meeting  of  the  Board  or  by  mail  as  provided  in  Article 
IV,  Section  7. 


Article  VII 

Fiscal  Year  and  Meetings 

Section  I.  The  fiscal  year  of  this  Society  shall  begin  annually  on  July  first. 

Section  2.  The  annual  meeting  of  this  Society  and  election  of  Directors  shall  be  held  at  such  time  and 
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place  as  the  Hoard  of  Directors  sliall  determine,  between  June  first  and  October  first.  Recommendations  to 
the  Hoard  may  be  made  by  resolution  of  the  previous  annual  meeting  of  the  Society. 

Section  3.  Special  meetings  of  the  Society  may  be  called  by  the  Hoard  of  Directors  by  notice  mailed  to 
each  voting  member.  The  cal!  for  the  meeting  shall  specify  the  purpose  of  the  meeting,  and  no  other 
business  may  be  transacted  at  such  meeting. 


Article  VIII 
Amendments 

This  Constitution  may  be  amended  by  a two-thirds  vote  of  the  members  voting  by  mail  In  the  manner 
provided  in  Article  lA’,  Section  7,  providing  that  both  existing  and  proposed  Article  and  Section  be  fully 
published  in  the  Society  Journal  and  sent  to  each  member  at  least  thirty  days  prior  to  the  specified  date  of 
closing  the  ballot.

]By^]Laws 

Article  I 
Membership 

Section  i.  Honorary  Members  shall  be  such  persons  as  the  entire  Board  of  Directors  may  deem 

deserving  of  such  honor.  Honorary  IMembers  will  not  pay  dues  but  shall  have  all  the  privileges  of  Society 

Membership  except  voting  and  election  to  office. 

Section  2.  Life  Members  shall  be  those  active  members  who  have  paid  one  hundred  dollars  for  such 

membership,  and  shall  thereafter  be  exempt  from  all  dues  and  assessments.  The  fund  received  from  Life 

Membership  fees  shall  be  a permanent  investment  of  the  Society  as  may  be  determined  by  the  Board  of 
Directors,  and  only  the  interest  therefrom  shall  be  paid  into  the  general  fund  of  the  Society,  Life  IVIembers 
shall  have  full  privilege  of  voting  and  holding  office. 

Section  3.  Cotitributing  Members  for  any  fiscal  year  shall  be  such  active  members  as  in  any  fiscal  year 
shall  pay  dues  of  $10.00  or  more.  A separate  list  of  such  members  with  amounts  of  their  contributions  shall 
be  published  in  the  Treasurer’s  annual  report.  The  amount  of  all  Contributing  IMembers’  fees  paid  in 
excess  of  one  (i)  dollar  shall  be  kept  in  a separate  fund  and  at  least  twm  (2)  dollars  applied  to  the 
subscription,  and  the  balance  toward  extra  expense  of  publication  of  the  Society  Journal.  Contributing  IMem- 
bers shall  have  the  same  privileges  as  Active  Members. 

Section  4.  Active  Members  shall  be  those  persons  of  good  character  over  twenty-one  years  of  age 
who  shall  be  elected  by  the  Board  of  Directors.  The  annual  dues  of  Active  IMembers  shall  be  three  (3) 
dollars,  two  (2)  dollars  of  which  shall  be  applied  as  subscription  to  the  Society  Journal  and  paid  into  such 
fund.  Active  IMembers  shall  have  all  privileges  of  voting  and  of  holding  office  as  provided  in  the  Consti- 
tution and  these  by-Laws. 

Section  5.  Junior  Members  shall  be  those  persons  under  twenty-one  (21)  years  of  age  and  over 
fourteen  (14)  years  of  age  who  shall  be  guaranteed  by  an  adult  member  of  this  Society.  Upon  becoming 
twenty-one  (21)  years  of  age  they  shall  automatically  become  Active  Members.  Junior  IMembers  shall  pay 
the  same  dues  as  Active  Members  but  shall  not  have  the  privilege  of  voting  nor  of  holding  office. 

Section  6.  Any  Society  which  engages  in  activities  related  to  those  of  the  Essay  Proof  Society  may  be 
admitted  as  a Corresponding  Member,  with  the  same  privileges  as  an  Active  Member.  A Corresponding 
IMember  society  shall  be  entitled  to  only  one  vote. 

Section  7.  All  those  members  whose  annual  dues  were  paid  prior  to  the  Organization  IMeeting  of  this 
Society  on  October  27,  1943,  shall  be  known  as  Charter  Members. 

Section  8.  Applications  for  Membership  in  this  Society  shall  be  in  writing  and  in  such  form  and  under 
such  conditions  as  the  Board  of  Directors  may  prescribe,  and  shall  be  accompanied  by  the  dues  due  to  the 
next  first  day  of  July  in  sum  of  twenty-five  cents  for  each  month  or  portion  thereof.  If  an  application  is 

not  accepted,  the  accompanying  dues  shall  be  forthwith  returned  to  the  applicant. 

Section  9.  Admission  to  M embership.  Upon  receipt  of  an  application  for  membership,  notice  thereof 
shall  be  published  in  the  Society  Journal  in  such  form  and  for  such  period  as  the  Board  of  Directors  shall 
prescribe.  Thirty  days  after  such  publication  and  after  such  investigation  as  shall  satisfy  the  Board  of 
Directors  as  to  the  advisability  of  admitting  the  applicant  to  membership,  they  may  elect  or  reject  such 
applicant,  and  if  elected  his  name  and  address  shall  be  published  in  the  list  of  new  members  in  the  next 
issue  of  the  Society  Journal. 

Section  10,  N on-payment  of  Dues.  Any  member  in  arrears  for  dues  or  other  indebtedness  to  the 
Society  for  a period  of  three  months  shall  be  certified  to  the  Board  of  Directors  by  the  Treasurer.  If  such 

arrears  are  not  paid  within  such  time  as  the  Board  of  Directors  may  determine,  the  Board  shall  order  such 

member  dropped  from  membership,  and  all  his  rights  and  privileges  in  the  Society  shall  thereupon  terminate, 
and  a list  of  such  dropped  members  shall  be  published  in  the  Secretary’s  report. 
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Section  ii.  All  Resignations,  when  accepted  and  all  indebtedness  paid,  shall  be  promptly  published 
in  the  Society  Journal. 

Section  12.  Reinstatement.  A former  member  whose  resignation  was  accepted  may  make  application  for 
reinstatement  in  the  same  form  and  manner  as  for  Active  Membership  and  the  application  shall  take  the 
same  course  of  procedure.  The  applicant,  if  elected,  shall  not  be  assigned  his  former  membership  number, 
but  shall  receive  membership  number  as  a new  applicant. 

Article  II

Section  i.  The  annual  Standing  Committees  as  provided  in  Article  V,  Section  I of  the  Constitution,, 
whose  duties  shall  be  prescribed  by  the  Board,  shall  be —

Section  2.  Appointees  as  provided  in  the  Constitution,  Article  IV,  Section  5,  shall  include  an  Attorney, 
an  Editor  and  a Business  Manager  of  the  Society  Journal,  and  a Librarian.  The  duties  of  all  appointees 
shall  be  prescribed  in  writing  by  the  President  with  approval  of  the  Board  of  Directors.

The  Society  Journal 

The  Essay-Proof  Journal  shall  be  the  official  journal  of  this  Society  and  shall  be  published  by  the 
Editor  under  the  supervision  of  the  Journal  Committee  and  the  Board  of  Directors.

Article  A' 

Chapters  and  Units 

Section  i.  Chapters.  Three  or  more  members  of  this  Society  may  form  a local  Chapter  of  this  Society 
and  tile  application  with  the  Secretary  for  approval  of  the  Board  of  Directors.  Such  application  shall  state 
the  name  of  the  Chapter,  its  Chairman,  the  list  of  the  members,  and  the  proposed  place  and  date  of 
meetings.  If  approved  by  the  Board  of  Directors  the  Chairman  shall  file  with  the  Secretary  before  June 
first  annually  a report  for  the  year  with  complete  list  of  members  at  that  time.  The  Chapters  may  agree 
upon  annual  dues  from  their  members  to  cover  expenses.  Reports  of  Chapter  Meetings  and  exhibits  may 
be  sent  to  the  Editor  for  publication  in  the  Society  Journal. 

Units  may  be  formed  by  three  or  more  members  of  this  Society  of  those  specializing  in  any 
phase  of  philatelic  or  numismatic  essays  and  proofs  of  any  nation  or  group  of  nations.  Application  may  be 
filed  with  the  Secretary  for  approval  of  the  Board  of  Directors.  Such  applications  should  .state  the  name 
of  the  Unit,  the  special  phase  or  nations  included,  the  name  of  the  Chairman,  list  of  members  and  place 
and  dates  of  meetings  if  any  are  planned.  If  approved  by  the  Board  of  Directors,  the  Chairman  shall  file 
with  the  Secretary  prior  to  June  first  annually  a report  for  the  year  with  complete  list  of  members  at  the 
time.  The  members  of  each  Unit  may  agree  upon  annual  dues  from  its  members  to  cover  expenses.  Each 
Unit  may  delegate  a member  to  the  Catalog  Coinmittee  for  listings  of  its  specialties.  Reports  of  the  Units 
may  be  sent  to  the  Editor  for  publication  in  the  Society  Journal. 

Article  VI 
Amendments 

These  By-Laws  may  be  amended  by  a majority  vote  of  the  members  voting  by  mail  in  the  manner 
provided  in  the  Constitution,  Article  I A',  Section  7,  providing  that  both  existing  and  proposed  Articles  and 
Section  be  fully  published  by  the  Society  Journal  and  sent  to  each  member  at  least  thirty  days  prior  to  the 
specified  date  closing  the  ballot.

Tlie  Marsliall  Essays 

On  January  20,  1876,  Charles  K.  Marshall  of  Vicksburg,  Mississippi,  filed  an  appli- 
cation for  a patent  on  a proposed  reply  card,  on  which  letters  patent  No.  193,012  were 
granted  on  July  10,  1877. 

The  description,  in  part,  consisted  of  the  following:  “A  single  postal  card  provided 
with  t\^•o  stamps,  and  which  may  be  arranged  at  opposite  ends  of  the  same  face,  or  one 
on  each  face,  one  stamp  being  designed  to  carry  the  card  containing  the  inquiry  or  other 
written  or  printed  matter  from  a party  to  his  correspondent,  and  the  duplicate  stamp  to 
prepay  its  return  with  the  correspondent’s  reply,  and  with  duplicate  spaces  for  a double 
address,  and  duplicate  spaces,  one  on  which  to  write  for  the  information  sought,  and  the 
other  for  the  response  thereto.”  And  in  support  of  his  proposal  is  listed  the  following 
argument:  “To  forward  to  a correspondent  an  ordinary  postal  card  to  be  returned  with 
the  information  sought,  requires,  in  order  to  protect  its  stamp,  that  it  should  be  inclosed 
in  an  envelope,  which  necessitates  the  use  of  a three  cent  stamp,  and  making,  with  the 
card,  the  postage  four  cents,  while,  with  my  improved  card,  the  entire  expense  is  only  two 
cents;  and  thus  what  has  long  been  considered  a great  desideratum  is  now  furnished  for 
all  that  general  class  of  correspondence  which  is  now  carried  on  through  the  medium  of 
postal  cards  ...  In  carrying  out  my  invention  it  is  not  contemplated,  as  has  heretofore 
been  done  by  others,  to  make  two  postal  cards  united  together,  and  each  of  such  cards 
of  equal  size  and  weight,  which  size  and  weight  is  that  legalized  in  the  United  States  or 
in  foreign  governments;  but  I adopt  a single  card  of  either  the  present  size  and  weight  of 
postal  cards,  or  of  a size  and  weight  which  wdll  be,  say,  about  one  third  more  than  the 
single  card,  which  latter  size  and  weight  wdll  make  the  card  of  an  area  equal  to  w'hat  is 
now  known  as  the  ‘No.  5 letter  envelope’,  and  thus  afford  convenience  for  handling  at 
the  distributing  post  offices.” 

Having  received  his  patent,  Mr.  Marshall  had  essays  made  in  the  two  sizes  sug- 
gested, w’hich  he  submitted  to  the  Post  Office  Department.  Failing  to  receive  a prompt 
acceptance  by  the  Department  he  had  two  new'  designs  prepared,  of  which  he  selected  the 
smaller  (in  red)  w'hich  he  again  submitted  to  the  Post  Office  Department,  together  w'ith 
assorted  additional  copies  to  Congressmen  and  others. 

The  first  design  had  two  overlapping  triangles,  producing  six  pointed  stars,  in  each 
upper  corner  in  lieu  of  actual  essay  stamps,  w'ith  sloping  address  lines  for  the  “First 
Address”  and  the  “Return  Address”;  w'hile  the  second  design  had  stamps  in  the  diagonally 
opposite  corners,  with  a separating  line  so  that  the  tw'o  addresses  w'ould  be  written 
inverted  to  each  other.

Franklin  W.  Brooks,  a wealthy  broker  of  New  York  City,  obtained  two  separate 
and  distinct  Letters  Patent  on  Postal  Cards;  the  first.  No.  195,974  was  dated  October  9, 
1877  against  his  application  filed  on  July  30,  1877,  and  the  second.  No.  203,409,  was 
dated  May  7,  1878,  against  his  application  filed  March  18,  1878.  Under  these  patents  by 
far  the  most  common  varieties  of  essays  in  the  history  of  U.  S.  postal  cards  were  pro- 

1 One  of  these  essays,  cut  down  to  83  mm.  in  height,  is  addressed  on  the  left  to  Schoenhof  & Muller, 

40  Winter  St.,  Boston,  and  on  the  right  to  J.  Paul  Wilson,  132  Greene  St.,  Georgetown,  D.  C.,  and 
written  on  the  back  “Will  you  let  me  have  Roemer’s  Polyglot  Reader  in  English  with  the  usual  discount 
of  25%?  If  so,  what  will  it  cost  me.'*  J.P.W.”  This  card  did  not  see  postal  duty,  but  was  used

Using  two  different  basic  stamp  designs,  and 
numerous  types  applicable  to  each  design,  Mr.  Brooks  spent  much  time  and  money  in  an 
effort  to  force  the  Post  Office  Department  to  accept  his  patents,  undertaking  a fight 
which  he  never  relaxed  until  the  first  Reply  Postal  Cards  w-ere  actually  issued  in  1892. 
This  historic  onslaught  against  the  government  began  in  a comparatively  minor  way  on 
January  25,  1878,  at  which  time  the  first  essays  were  submitted  to  the  Department  by 
Mr.  Brooks.  Some  of  these  consisted  of  ideas  involving  the  use  of  two  stamps,  while 
others  involved  only  a single  similar  but  larger  stamp.  The  latter  type  was  intended  to 
be  canceled  twice — once  near  the  top  on  its  outward  trip,  and  once  near  the  bottom  on  its 
return  trip.  The  Department  acknowledged  receipt  of  these  essays  but  pointed  out  that 
there  was  at  that  time  no  authority  in  law  for  the  issuing  of  Reply  Postal  Cards,  and 
further  stated  that  the  use  of  a single  stamp  to  cover  two  separate  mailings  would 
inevitably  lead  to  confusion  among  postmasters,  clerks,  etc.,  all  of  whom  had  been  care- 
fully trained  to  treat  a canceled  stamp  as  no  longer  usable.'"^  Mr.  Brooks  accepted  the 
latter  portion  of  the  communication  as  being  reasonable,  but  was  unimpressed  by  the 
lack  of  authority  which  was  merely  a matter  of  law — and  laws  could  be  changed.  In 
an  attempt  to  cover  all  possibilities  as  to  forms  a Reply  Card  could  take,  he  filed  his 
second  patent  application  and  as  soon  as  the  patent  was  issued  he  started  preparing  a 
campaign  to  change  the  law.  During  June  1878  Mr.  Brooks’  hopes  received  a powerful 
boost  by  the  action  of  the  Paris  Convention  of  the  Universal  Postal  Union  which,  in 
addition  to  agreeing  that  all  member  countries  would  issue  and  honor  International 
(single)  Postal  Cards,  also  granted  the  countries  the  right  to  issue  reply  cards  for  either 
domestic  or  international  use.  Since  a Congressional  Act  was  necessary  to  grant  authority 
to  comply  with  the  agreement  for  international  single  cards,  Mr.  Brooks  wrote  and  con- 
tacted a number  of  members  of  Congress  urging  authorization  of  the  reply  cards  at  the 
same  time,  even  though  the  Post  Office  Department  had  not  specifically  requested  such 
authorization.  Congress  at  this  time  undertook  the  tremendous  task  of  completely  over- 
hauling all  laws  applicable  to  the  transmission  of  mail,  seeking  to  eliminate  some  of  the 
seemingly  conflicting  Acts  which  were  causing  considerable  confusion  to  the  public.  This 
was  a lengthy  and  involved  process  and  the  passage  of  the  final  draft  of  the  Act  did  not 
take  place  until  Alarch  3,  1879.  Among  the  many  phases  treated,  the  Post  Office  De- 
partment was  granted  authority  to  issue  paid  reply  cards,  both  domestic  and  international.

Mr.  Brooks’  jubilation  at  the  passage  of  this  Act  was  short  lived,  for  included  in  the 
measure  was  a section  specifically  prohibiting  the  Post  Office  Department  from  adopting 
any  patented  cards  for  such  use,  and  explicitly  forbidding  the  payment  of  royalties 
thereon.^  Most  patentees,  although  disappointed  when  confronted  with  this  portion  of 
the  1 aw,  immediately  discontinued  spending  money  in  an  effort  to  have  their  patents 
accepted.  Not  so  Mr.  Brooks,  who  considered  this  part  of  the  Act  a personal  affront 


•1  Whether  Mr.  Brooks’  strenuous  enthusiasm,  obviously  prompted  by  hope  of  personal  financial  gain, 
had  any  influence  on  the  insertion  of  these  restrictions  remains  problematical. 
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and  a wholly  intolerable  (to  him)  situation  which  he  proposed  to  have  changed  by  the 
direct  process  of  prevailing  upon  Congress  to  alter  this  restriction.  For  this  purpose  he 
deemed  unsatisfactory  his  woodcut  essay  stamp,  portraying  a gentleman  possessing  an 
excellent  crop  of  whiskers,^  Instead,  he  enlisted  the  services  of  the  National  Bank  Note 
Company  to  produce  an  engraved  die  and  to  print  a number  of  types  of  essays,  as  covered 
by  his  patents.  Some  of  these  types  he  had  produced  in  very  large  numbers  which  he  used 
not  only  for  the  direct  bombardment  of  the  members  of  Congress,  but  also  lor  distribution 
to  those  of  his  friends  and  business  associates  whom,  he  believed,  might  be  prevailed  upon 
to  bring  the  weight  of  their  influence  to  bear  on  Congress.  In  spite  of  all  these  efforts, 
the  law  remained  unchanged  and  Mr.  Brooks  was  never  able  to  reap  financial  benefits 
from  his  patents  on  reply  postal  cards. 

Tlie  Earliest  Brooks’  Essays 

The  first  cards  essayed  by  Mr.  Brooks  have  a single  stamp,  measuring  18  x 23  mm., 
portraying  a bearded  man,  facing  slightly  to  the  right  and  having  a background  of  fine 
horizontal  lines.  The  vertical  sides  of  the  stamp  are  formed  by  heavier  lines  separated 
slightly  from  the  border  lines  of  the  vignette,  and  terminating  at  top  and  bottom  against 
convex  label  scrolls,  curled  under  at  each  of  the  four  corners.  The  labels  are  solid  color 
with  colorless  black  lettering,  reading  “U.  S.  POSTAGE”  at  the  top  and  “TWO 
CENTS”  at  the  bottom.  Above  the  stamp,  in  arched  roman  lettering  2 mm.  high  are  the 
words  “U.  S.  RETURN  POSTAL  CARD”.  A heavy  horizontal  line  divides  the  card 
horizontally  at  its  center,  being  80  mm.  long  and  extending  to  within  17  mm.  of  the 
center  of  the  stamp.  Three  dotted  parallel  address  lines  of  equal  extent  are  above  this 
heavy  line,  and  above  the  uppermost  are  block  letters  reading  “FORWARD  TO”. 
Across  the  top  of  the  card  in  block  letters  are  the  words  “WRITE  ADDRESSES  ONLY 
ON  THIS  SIDE— MESSAGES  ON  THE  OTHER.”  Below  the  heavy  horizontal  line, 
in  similar  lettering,  is  “RETURN  TO”,  and  below  this  three  more  similar  dotted  address 
lines.  Across  the  bottom  of  the  card,  in  block  letters,  are  the  words,  “TEAR  OFF  COM- 
MUNICATION AND  WRITE  REPLY  ON  BACK  OF  CARD.”"

Early  Essays  Issued  Under  Tlie  Second  Patent 

The  second  patent  was  intended  by  Mr.  Brooks  to  cover  all  other  forms  that  might 
be  used,  and  was  obtained  in  an  endeavor  to  make  it  impossible  for  Paid  Reply  cards  to  be 
issued  without  utilizing  one  or  another  of  the  various  types  he  had  patented.  Under 
this  second  patent  an  additional  four  varieties  of  cards  were  essayed.  All  utilized  the 
same  woodcut  essay  stamp,  but  have  one  stamp  only  on  any  single  fold  of  a card.  The 
printing  was  altered  quite  appreciably,  and  the  card  w^as  redesignated  as  a “Reply  Postal 
Card”  instead  of  a “Return  Postal  Card”.  The  printing,  as  used  on  all  these  newer 
types  of  cards,  consisted  of  “U.  S.”  in  extended  antique  type  with  elongated  serifs 
(20  X 3p2  mm.)  over  the  words  “REPLY  POSTAL  CARD”  in  shaded  (old  style)  roman 
type,  3p2  mm.  high,  arranged  in  an  arch  7 mm.  high  and  70  mm.  overall.  Below  this,  in 
block  letters  (82  x mm.)  “WRITE  THE  ADDRESS  ON  THIS  SIDE— THE 
MESSAGE  ON  THE  OTHER.”  Across  the  bottom  of  most  of  the  cards,  in  similar 
block  letters,  are  the  words.  “TEAR  OFF  COMMUNICATION  AND  WRITE 
REPLY  ON  BACK  OF  ENCLOSED  CARD.” 

The  fourth  type  of  the  first  design  used  by  Mr.  Brooks  comprised  a double  height 
card,  folded  at  the  top  to  produce  a double  card.  Except  for  two  model  cards,  obtained 
by  pasting  portions  together  into  the  desired  form,  both  halves  of  this  type  were  printed 
simultaneously,  on  the  same  side  of  the  card  stock  prior  to  folding.  When  folded,  there- 
fore, both  stamps  would  be  exposed,  one  on  each  side.
